The ſame Author 


aſſures us, that a Man whoſe Name was Jobn Stockdon a Victualler 


in Grubſtreet, London, having been murder'd by three Men, on De- 


cember 23. 1695. not long after his Death, appear'd to a Neighbour N 


whoſe Name was Elizabeth Greenwood in her Sleep, telling her that 


ſuch a Man whoſe Name was Mainard, was one of his Murderers, 3 
and that he might be found at ſuch a Houſe in Tbanies-ſtreet. This 


Mainard was a Stranger to her, but his Viſage was preſented to 
her in her Sleep, and it was then ſignified to her, that a Man by his 
Trade a Wyer-Drawer ſhould take him, which came to paſs accord- 
ingly. He appeared to her a ſecond Time, telling her that one 
Marſh was auother of his Murderers, and that he lodged in Old- 
fireet, He appeared a third Time, and told her that one Bevip was 


another of his Murderers, and where he might be found. Theſe 
Dreams cauſed all the Murderers to be apprehended, who contefled = 


the Fact, and were executed. | 
The particulars which have been mentioned are inconteſtable Proof s 
of Apparitious. But whether they were Angels or Ghoſts ſome will 
queſtion, Good Angels ſome of them cou'd not bez for they ne- 
ver appear viſibly, but upon very weighty Meſſages, Nor would 
an Holy Angel ſay, I was murdered, and am the Soul of ſuch a Man. 
A good Angel never told a Lye. It 1s certain, that Demons have 


appeared in the Shape of living Perſons. It is a Thing known that 


ſome wicked Creatures have gone to conjuring on Midſummer Eve, 
that their future Husbands might appear to them. OF this Mr, 
Bovett in his Pandemonium, p. 111. has a remarkable and well atteſt- 
ed Relation. They were Devils that appeared in the Shape of thoſe Men. 
And we know from the Scripture, that the Devil can appear in the 


likeneſs of the Dead. 1 Sam. xxvitt. 14. But it is ſtrange that Evil 


Angels ſhould concern themſelves for the good of Men, to warn 
them of Dangers, to take Care that what 1s juſt and right might be 


done, and Orphans not be wronged of their Eſtates: If they are 


Ghoſts or Unembodied Spirits, how do they make themſelves viſible ? 
It has been conjectured that they appear by the Condenſation of 


their Vehicles, and diſappear by the Attenuation of them, and that 
they frame thoſe Vehicles out of the Moiſture of their own Bodies; 


from whence they ſay it is, that Ghoſts do often appear in Bury-

7 Writings diſcover him to be a Maſter in reaſoning) in his Eſſay a- 
id out the Nature of Spirits, p. 229. ſuppoſeth that the Apparition of 
or * Spirits is for the moſt part only Viſional, that it is not brought to 
3 paſs by an Affection of the external Senſes, but by affecting and 
ſtriking the Imagination, which Spirits have Power to do. This 
2 ſeems to agree with the Sentiments ot the Ancients, who called 
| Apparitions Phantaſms or Images. And ſo are they called in the 
2 Scripture, Not that they are meer Phanſies or Imaginations. Had 
the Diſciples when they thought a Phantom had appeared to them 
been of that Opinion, they would not have been in ſuch a Fright 
with it. That which in Mat. xiv. 26. and in Mark vi. 49. is called 
aà Phantaſm (for ſo is the Greek Word there uſed) is in Luk. xxiv. 37. 
Called Preuma, a Spirit. It is then evident, that they eſteemed 49- 
paris ions to be real Spirits. We know that a natural Diſeaſe will 
ſlometimes cauſe a mighty Impreſſion on the Imagination. One 
that is poyſoned with the Biting of a mad Dog, does as really 
: think as ever he thought any thing, that he ſees a Dog when there 
is none, and would not ſcruple to ſwear it. Perſons under the 
. Power of Melancholy, or of Hyſterical, Epileptic or Apople&ic 
Fits, imagine that they ſee and hear wonderful things, in which 
oOftentimes there is an Energy of Invifible Spirits. x Sam. xvi. 15, 
16. In the German Ephemerides. Anno 1682. Obſerv. 76. There are 
four Examples mentioned of Perſons who were thought to be dead, 
but afterwards revived, declaring that they had been in a moſt Glo- 
rious World, and were much troubled at their being brought to 
Life again. A learned Annotator upon it ſays, that the accounts 
given by Esſtatical Perſons are not meer Phanſies, but the Operation 
= of Spirits on their minds, with whom they had Communion whilft 
in their Eeftatical Condition. By what has been expreſſed it is evi- 
Ee dent, that there is no Miracle in it, when two Perſons being in the 
2 ſame Room, one ſeeth an Apparition, and heareth it ſpeak, when 
the other neither ſecth nor heareth any Thing.

So that it is by daily Experience found, that many Debtors have
